Yesterday morning, a number of 
men wera thus employed ‘in soldering leak- 
ing tins, which they had removed from 
Messrs Russvll’s godown and: placed on 
the road running between tho back of 
the Messagerics Maritimes’ godowns and 
that of their employers, ..At half past 
eight, while. this work was going on, 
abit. of coal is said to have dropped from 
one of tho soldering bolts into one of the 
tins, The tin exploded, and in n fow seconds 
tho whole of the tins were in flames, which 
travelled with almost lightning rapidity 
along the line of tins into the open godown. 
One of the coolics, who was working at the 
ting, is said to have died from the burns he 
reecived, Another, finding ‘ho was unable 
to put out tho flames on his clothes by 
rolling on the ground, rushed to the Canal, 
about 100 yards off, and threw himself into 
it, thus efleetually extinguishing tho jlamus 
and saving himself from immense tortured if 
not, from a cruel death.
